How does il occur that the Legl.la- 
lure ha. the power to prevent excessive 
charges - This Is a question one may 
naturally put. He says to himself, any 
private person may a»k and receive for 
bis commodity just what he please, 
and Ibe Legislature can not lawfully 
prevent hltr: and why may not a rail- 
road do ihe like f The anrwer is plain 
and It grounded In the difference be. 
tween the measure of right* enjoyed by 
the private cill/.en and a corporation 
enjoying public privileges. Such a cor- 
is a public institution. In lu 
U I* given some power, which 
ordinarily belong to the sovereign or 
the Stale. Among these powers is the 
right to condemn and appropriate any 
citizen 't property for it* own u»e 
against the will of that owner. It Is 
permitted by the State to do this only 
upon the theory tha' It is primarily to 
exercise all it* power* for the use, ben- 
efit and advantage of the people and In 
no tingle lottance against their inter- 
est. This Is Ibe contract between the 
people and the railroads. Tho people 
through their Legislature, »ay to the 
of a railroad, we will give 
,y of tbe sovereign 
powers which we alone poaseas; among 
IBM the right to condemu any indi- 
vidual* property for your own use if 
you will oiierat.- your railroad first for 
the advantage of the people and re.
